MEMORANDUM.

Defendant pleaded guilty to possesson with intent to deliver less than fifty grams of cocaine,
MCL 333.7401(2)(a)(iv); MSA 14.15(7401)(2)(a)(iv), and was sentenced to four to twenty years
imprisonment. He gppeds as of right. We affirm. This case has been decided without ord argument
pursuant to MCR 7.214(A).

Defendant’ s sentence is within the recommended range of the sentencing guiddines and does
not violate the principle of proportiondity. People v Milbourn, 435 Mich 630, 635-636; 461 NW2d
1 (1990); People v Coulter (After Remand), 205 Mich App 453, 456; 517 NW2d 827 (1994);
People v Dukes, 189 Mich App 262, 266; 471 NW2d 651 (1991).
